600, and the estimated reveriuo, $1,347,-

of the province, exported- iiSOSjWO worth 
of' products during the last tyear^a largo 
inci^Be ovet-1886. Wb will next branch 
out in theJdirTOMoij of^the j^ep^'Jndies. 

CHRISTIAN HEROISM. 

A hoi-o has risen up in the neighboring 
Territory of Oregon. Most of our readers 
have heud that the Island of Molokai, in 
the Sandwich Islands, is the home of an 
incurable community of lepurs, whose 
s^irilual' interests Jiaje ' Ign^, been cured 
for by a saintly , priest,' (Father Dauiien. 
■ Long he withstood tho contagion and inui- 
' , istered to the wants of the diseased, but 
at Li i lie was stricken down and in tln^ 
hour of his extremity Rev. L. L. Con- 
rardy, <jf Umatilla reservation, Oregon, 
has volunteered to go to Jiis relief. He 
is luiw cu ruiili: to Molokai where ho pru- 
l)oses tfi consecrate — we may add, sacri- 
llce — his lito. Letters received by him 
from Father Damion show that the leper 
colony has increased to 1,6Q0 souls and 
that they are itniying in .large nunibora; 
sometimes as mt|ny as thirty a week. The 
disease having s'ettled in the hands of the 
apostle to tho lepers he will soon bo un- 
able to break tho broad of life to tho poo 
pie, antj in coiisequenco of this grovious 
fact his future companion has deferred a 
long promised visit to his relatives in 
Europe, in order that ho might 
reach the scene of his labors as 
soon as possible. The agc^ of 
chivalry has not passed away; the courtesy 
of the ltnight-orr»nt has onlj' merged into 
tho puro-hoarted heroism of the Christian 
Boldier.who is willing to take oven the 
lowest place in the ranlpi , if ., ho , . can ^do 
aught for the Mastef^'fl sake.: ' Nqr must it 
be forgotten thlit in dnr own fair Canada, 
on the shores of thef 'Bay Clialour, thore 
exists a community of lepers tended by a 
self-Baoriticing body of ladies, who, with- 
in their cloistered homo, lead tho attlictod 
down in patient sutl'ering to tlioir grave 
beside the loud-souniling sou. Ituinybe 
interesting to know that according to tho 
last annual report of Dr. A. C. Smith, 
the visiting jjliyaician to thci Tracadio 
Lazaretto, throe deaths occurred during 
the year, and tlu'Aaiew cases of leprosy 
were admitted, to the institution, which 
now contains seventeen inmates. He re- 
ports the investigating of seve'rai siiapeut- 
•d cases, one of which was subse- 
quently admitted to the laisarettb,

PROTKCTION OB' THE EMPIRE. 

' Bfteh ef Sir £dwur<i Brace Hsmley. K. G. B., 
ir. t., im ike JIoum>. oftComuoiu, on Sir 
WaHtt & BiirttelotyilI<41aii Mi^li&iiito 
Snppl}' Uiraii the' Airily btlnutMii^ ^^^'i 

In the Houao of Coiniuoua, on March 
5th, Sir Edward Hnmluy (Birkonhuad) 
said, that it so happened ..:tuat: both :the 
preaeiit rosolutioaand the'^fornior onn had 
BO much ill common with the menionin- 
dum and roptirt which the Socretiiry of 
State for war hud Iiiid bofore the housu 
that thoy all relntcd to thut must urgent 
quoBtion — the dufencuof the Empire. Tli»t 
brought with it the great advantage tliiit 
the debate on military subjects, instead 
' of being diffused, and one might gay lost, 
over a yut ^variety of inattera, waa di- 
rocbd tib apracitical end. The secretarj: 
.of Btatoi^ fot-^yrw-pti^ppf^^ftor Reference 
to the report 'of'nid' donainit'teo, t<> "com- 
plete the fortifications of Portsmoulli, 
Plymouth, and the Thanion, of Ciibraltjir 
and Malta, and of the other coaling sta- 
tions 80 essential' to the maintonancu of 
the Empire, and: would ask for a sum of 
.€2,200,000 to be : spebially dovOtod to 
'these ]>urpu8es. For his (Sir Edttjard 
' llainley's) own part, ho thought that both 
the house and the country might; well be 
congratulated on the fact thiit the secre- 
tary of atato for war had at lengtli brought 
ft)rward a spccitic proposal fur tho natioii.i] 
dofoiices of the country, and had dono it 
. . in eariiuat and in a practical way. 'I'huy 
had bcoii but too muoli accuHtomed to kcu 
it dealt with in a niake-boliovo fashion. 
They had hoavdjworda of prumiae utturud 
' to the ear but broken to tlio ho))e, never 
intended, ijorliaps, to bo kept, Imt 
meant only us a decent shelving 
bf the <)uu6tion. 13ut now the secni- 
tary of statu for war told tho house 
not onlj' that these niattore were urgent 
, . and must receive attention, but had also 

■ indicated the hnancial mode of putting 
' ^ his proposal into execution; and th'tit' 

■ mode,' he was happy to say,- Was- tiof "l5y 
the illusory moans of the unny eatiinates. 
But ho confessed that ho wished tho right 

■ lion, gentleman eould have seen his wa}- 
to make a larger and bolder demand, for 
it would appear to be only necessary to 
convince tlie house, as he was sure could 
be done, that certain measures were ab- 
solutely indispensable for the safety of the 
country, and then ic would follow, as the 
nighfc the day, that the means for- giving 
them effect to the full extent would be 
fortlicoming. If tlio lu)U.se « as convinced 
ami would admit that cui'luiu meaaure.s 
were indispensable to tlio safety of the 
country, and wore at tho same time to re 
fuse the means of giving etl'ect to those 
jueaaurea, that would argue a degree of 
unreason which it would be disres^ctful 
to attribute to that aaae'mbly. Of course, 
in coining to a conclusion tlio house would 
wish to put itself in acecn'd with tho feel- 
ing of tho country. But tho samo luigbl 
be said of tho country as of the hou.se—- 
that if it wore convinced that its own safe- 
ty depended on certain measures, it would 
certainly ptcss for their inunediate execu- 
tion. Hitherto the public had been very 
little acquainted with the matter. It had 
had no means of informing itself. It was 
not to be aupiKisoJ that many persons out- 
side of that house ever saw or examined 
the army estimates; still loss was it to be 
supposed that if they did thoy would un- 
derstand thorn. They knew that we had 
naval fortresses, but they were only now 
learning that as fortresses thoy had 
become inoffootive. They know also we 

- had spoilt a great deal of money on guns, 
but thoy were only beginning to under- 
stand that those weapons had become use- 
less, because thoy were obsolete. Thoy 
saw that in our volunteers wo had a body 
of very rine and very zealous men, smart- 
ly dressed and carrying a rifle; but the 
public were only just realizing the.- fact 
that the national army was unable to keep 
the field for a couple of days for want of 
eijuipment. They know that in their 
tim«! no enemy had ever appuarec^ on our 
coasts, and they were not prone to bolievo 
that any ever would appear. They saw 
tho nations of the continent groaning' be- 
neath their huge armaments, military and 
naval, but they were not accustomed yet 
to connect these in their, minds with the 
' idea of danger to England; 'and . as ' they 
had the natural disinclinalioii of all sub- 
jects in all states to give money for public 
purposes, they had heen exactly in the 
condition of mind to give ear to those 
tradmg politicians who, knowing no more 
of the state of tho case than tho people 
themselves did, had been always ready to 
'persuade them that it ¥&i W--'liehi''o'u's of- 
fence to give money for armanio'rits. or de- 
fenses, and who only looked on the rela- 
tions of the groat nnlitary powers with 
each other, whore the indiscretion of an 
outpost might preciiiicate a general war, 
to draw from tiiencetlio happy conclusion 
that nobody desired, or ever would desire, 
to interrupt the peace of .the ' world. > He 
thought it was Mr. Cobderi, an eminent 
apostle of peace, who once said — it might 
have been in that house for all he (Sir 
Edward Hamloy) knew — he could crumplo 
up Ru.ssia like a sheet of paper. It was a 
great pity he did not do it, for it would 
have saved us an immense amount of ex- 
pense and panic. But ho could not doubt 
that tho declaration, coming from so trust- 
ed a Bo\irce, did a great deal uf harm to 
tho nation. Now, he was happy to think 
that the people wore beginning to emerge 
from that condition of ignorance, and 
there wore many signs abroad that the 
idea that our dofouHos must bo looked to 
was spreading fast. He wished very 
much, therefore, that tho secretary of 
' state for war had felt himself able to re- 
pose ^larger .conMence in the willingness 
both oflhe house'andof the people to ren- 
der themselves, their jjroporty, and tlieir 
honor safe against the formidablo states 
wliich might, on some sudden occasion, 
direct their weapons against us, and which 
were always prepared to the last detail 
, for war. But ho willingly accepted this 
instalment which tile right hon. gentle- 
man offered. What was piojiosod would 
bo so much indispensable work done, 
cleared out of the way, and carried to the 
credit of the nation. (Jur naval fortrcssos j 
would no longer jirosent tho ridiculous 
spoctaclo of defensive works which were 
not defensible, armed' with obsolete, and 
dismounted artillery... It. wdttld ',b.e' seen 
from the proposals in tlie liiem'oranduni 
that ])art of the sum was to bo a^ipropri- 
ated to tho couijjlotion of what was to bo 
done in this island, and part to what was 
to bo dono nutaide of it. Now there was 
80 much to bo done for our defences both 
at home and abroad that it was, perhaps, 
difficult to say what should first demand 
attention. Where all was au urgent it 
might, perhaps, bo thought that there was 
no tirat. But, without meaning to dis- 
pute that it WHB indispensable to the in- 
terests of tho Empire to place our Medit- 
erranean fortresses in a thorough condi- 
tion of dofonco, he was of opinion' that if 
part only of tho defences was to bo under- 
taken, that part should lie within thefouf 
seas of Britain. It was better to have 
one piece of work linished than many 
pieces incomi>lete, and, ctmsequeiitljr, so 
long as incomplete, absolutely ineffectual; 
and ho should, therefore, have preferred 
to see tho proposed sum appropriated in 
that direction. It would be doubtless an 
excellent thing to have our great dock- 
yards, and the river by which an enemy's 
sliips would approach London nuide se- 
cure. So far all must agree; nor need 
there be any dissent made from that part 
of tho report which placed Malta andCiib- 
raltar next in importance amonf^ military 

{wrts. Those places Vrroro certainly right- 
y .placed high in the inidet of military 
ports; but ho could not butremeniber that 
while we wore fortifyi^ig them; ' ttie oom- 
merotal ports, tho avenues on which we 
depended for so- largo t a portion of, our 
(tally br^ad, 'wouldiba bit, he'^ ▼b^ldv.hpt 



say undefended, but still open to those at- 
tacks which naval iiion thought we v/ould 
be especially exposed to in tho future. 
Admiral Aiibo, one of tho Crenel), minis' 
turs of marine, speaking on this subject, 
said : 

"The attack on every source of riches 
will bocojno not only legitimate, but obli- 
gatoi-y.- . * " * Wo must expect to 
s^e trori-clad fleets turn their power of 
■ittack and destruction against all littoral 
towns, fortified or unfortitioc^, wiiethur 
purely pcnoo est.iblishmeiit.s <ir warlike, 
to burn thoni, ;-uiii llieiu, or e.\toi't ran- 
soms from them without mercy. With 
this nowt duty which wo are therefore to 
conclu(te ja t now laid upon our iron-clad 
fleets, ^We. -now entering upon a new 
system^of maritime wirfuro— jw.mely, that 
of tho^' attack aiid tlefonce of coasts.- 
Every littoral town may be burned down 
or laid under ecjutribution by fleets or 
even by Inmtile ei-iiiKer,'<. * * * * * 
All this is c.niin:,' * * * even the 
jday when England's shore.s will be insult- 
ed and her ports burned by the fleet of a 
victoriou.i enemy." , 

Such was tho declared i)Oiiey of the 
French navy. Now, our own ollicors 
soeuiod to have come to the conclusion 
that what the connnorciid \)orts had chiefly 
to fear was not an attack by iron-clad 
fleota. It w.-i.s eunsidered i>rol)able that in 
no case e.xcojit that t>{ somo great iia\ al 
disaster should we'be left' without a elian- 
iiel squadron; but it v.as not ea.sy to guard 
a huge circumference ^f coast like that nf

supporteil \iy Uhil; I'iinyii.L; l'uiis in batter- 
ies <ni shore. 'I'h.'se w t-vf I he means 
wliioli, in .-ulditioii lo sub marine mine 
tiohla in suitable loealii u's, were held liy 
those who had studied the mattoi-- to be 
8ufiiGient:for the purpose — that waa, for 
the defence aiid aocurity, of our com- 
inorcial ports. Sueli, then, would con- 
stitute tlie siH.'ni it y of our eoasis aL^ainsl 
an eneiiiy'.s slii|is; and only thosi; who 
denied that wo eoiiKl evi.'r be ,ii warwoulii 
dispute lliat we eoiild iwl olilam tlial 
security ton soon. Noiv, the siqiiily 
of these tloatiiii;' defences waa the busi 
ncss not of tho war ollico, but 
the admiralty. It was, howovei", neces- 
sary , to take .tliL-m iivb^'i)]*! account in 
the discussion of any goncr:il .scheme <if 
dufonco, and he iio\v- averted to them in 
the hoi»o that provision for them miglil 
be among the [;l■op(l^,■lls made to the 
housu by the lirsi lord of tlu^ .Ailniir.alty. 
But there weie two oliii r matters includ- 
ed in the scheme wliieli bclcinged to tliu 
proyiuce'''h£ the war ollice —the snlnnarine 
mines, including the light artillery at. 
tached to tlu-ni, and the gnus for the 
coast batteries <>! oiir eomniercial ports. 
The subiiiariiiu mines v.e''e, in many 
situations, likelj' to be most ellective 
for instjince, whore the imviis to Ik; de- 
fended were situated far up rivers, with :i 
loi^^ljt^Jfifel'l^yijproatl^'^ik^ liondon j , 
NeweSBtlC, or m our "forlinod harbors." 
But there were other situations where 
they were less fipjdic.'ible, as where towns 
wore at the iiioutlia of rivers, so tiiat they 
could bo tired on from the se.i. Tlii' 
Mersey, for iii.itjince, appeared to iiim to 
bo a case where an increased siij)ply of 
guns would bo more approjiriate than an 
increase of submarine nnnes. Liverj)ool 
was a port' which it was essential to keep 
OB oiien as'i^dssibld, and ships making for 
it should find no obstacle" There were 
already :_con8idorablo dillicult icu in the 
channef, and it was (piite possible that 
submarine mines would bo as likely to 
impede our own 8hii)s as the enemy's. He 
should, therefore, liaVe been glad U> see a 
largo part of tho sum which w.is here ap- 
propriated to submarine nones and their 
light artillery given to a suiijily of the 
heat guns for the coast butteries of our 
commercial pints, for it must be reiiiem- 
bered that tlio mines could be made (Hiick- 
ly, and put down on an enii rgency, while 
tho guns took a long lime to construct. 
Thus fur he had been only speaking . of 
thiise defenceB'whibh were to -oppose the 
enterprises of an enemy's ships; but there 
remained another uqualh' important kind 
of defence — namely, that wliieii should 
oppose inv.asiou, and for that he found 
little or no provision made in the memor- 
andum. It wa.s true We had ;i sjilendid 
army of defenders, iricreasim; in num- 
bors and otlicieiicj- every ye.ir. But so 
long as they were kept iinpi i j\ idod for 
their purpose, so long they- could not bo 
counted among tho defences of the coun- 
try. They were <(uite inolhcient, for want 
of equi])niont in what would eii.iblo them 
to keej) the field. In older to enable 
thorn to do tliat, they wanted ])ersonal 
oquipmont, stores, and magazines; their 
trans])ort ought to be organized ready for 
a crisis; the best ri'le and tho moat pow- 
erful gun should be given to them, and 
the pi.isitions they would Vicciipy .should lie 
selected and made ))laces of e.xercise In 
fact, a general plan of defence, in all its 
detjuls, slioidd be most ciuefiilly pre- 
pared. But for all that he found there 
was scarcely any provision made in tho 
memorandum; the chief item of pro[iara- 
tion WBA the announcement that twenty- 
(jne batteries of positicm were to be gi\'en 
to the volunteer artillery. These, lie pre- 
sumed, were to be sucii gun.s as were al- 
ready in st(.ire, which, perhaps, were a 
little behind ' the preiient stage of etre(;' 
tiveneas. But it was r(uite a step in the 
right direction to K^tfe these to the volun- 
teers till bettet t^iKii^%'thcoming, since 
those must bo, TSirRr trien, what they, 
would have to use ag.ainst an enemy. ]?ut 
in scarcely any other lespi'ct. was a per- 
ceptible approach made to\\ anis reiideriiig 
our auxiliary forctiS etiicient in eipiip- 
mont. Even the land defence of London 
received no notice. So long'as thisoxtra- 
ordinai-y anomaly existed of a vast and 
ever-increasing force of dnfonder's who 
were not permitted to b(! capable of de- 
fending' us, so loiiL' should ho continuo to 
think that to rtMider them ollioieiit was 
among the most pressing needs of (he 
cinmtry. It seenuil so illogical for what 
called itself a piactieal people lo bring 
thoin to a certain point and leave them — 
to stop short of that animating touch 
which alone was wanting to give them 
vitality and purpose; and all that was 
needful would be amply provideil for by f lio 
addition of £1,OUO,0()0 to the sinn' that 
was now ]irop(i.'<ed to be aski.Ml for. Now, 
he know, and indeed they all knew, that 
every proposal to spend money in lu'dor 
to render tho kingdom seeuro v,as sure Ut 
be_ Opposed by a jmrticuhir class of politi- 
cians. But,fhe wjMd aisk.^'^Hat j^Fm^ 



would prove a sham — that this ghost in 
t^e church yard would turn out to be a 
thing with a turnip for a head, lighted by 
a farthing candle. Now, it might,' par- 
haps, fairly bo inferred from passages in 
the memorandum that although much 
that was needed was to be left undone, 
yet everything was to be undertaken that 
could bo done in tho time assigned for the 
completion of tho military ports — that 
was to say, in three years. But nothing 
cbiild be'vlearer flian this— that iV^h m0i'e 
money a great deal m<)r6 could be dime; 
everything that was needed could be dime 
in that time. In three years — much loss, 
indeed — the voluntoora could bo complete- 
ly equipped, the necessary magazines and 
stores built, tho country reconnoitred and 
positions defined, the auxiliary . forces as- 
signed to their poatSi'-the 'nieans of trans- 
port thoroughly registered, and tho land 
defences' of the capital provided for. 
Matters could bo arrange«l with the com- 
mercial porta for joint contributions, and 
their defence could bo proceeded with, 
and rendered coini)leto. All that could 
go on simultaneously with|> the wqrlcs at 
the nnlitary ports. It nnffbt jbe sauLlhut 
we were at present producing gund as fast 
08 the resources' of our gun factories would 
admit. That migktj be so, though there 
was a Ijeliof, in which he shared, th.it an 
important addition would shortly bo made 
to our power of producing guns. Hut 
everything else could bo sot on foot forth- 
with. If we were to wait throe years for 
the ])roposed instalment, the proaent gen- 
eration would not at that rate see the 
kingdom rendered secure. It was iiiipos 
si bio to understand why this matter 
should not bo put plainly , to tliOj^ueopIo, 
and why they shoiild riot ' bo "directly- 
asked to give the means for efi'ecting it. 
If that wore dono, and the meaim wore 
withheld, it would be imposuible to blame 
anybody but themselves; but now it 
might truly bo said if tho matter were 
not clearly pub, before. , them, and if 
they were net asb'eii 'td^ Qiift' the ni6|jBy, 
that there waa somebody to' 'bliimo. ^He 
had thought it his duty to put these mat- 
ters before the House; but at tho same 
Lime, he sh.ould cordially suppurt tho pro- 
sent proposals. Although they formed 
but a alow and short step, and although 
thoy indicated a perilous di^Uying with a 
momentous subject, yet the^tep, sc^n^as 
it went, was in the right directioiijVjHid 
would have hia hearty concurrence. To 
the resolution of his hon. and gallant 
fiieiid (Sir Walter B. Barttelot) ho would 
ivo his hearty concurrence Ho had 
long been of opinion, and had freely ex- 
pressed it, that this was a time wheu 
publicity had come to be a necessary ele- 
ment in our military system. Now tluit 
the constituencies, by their nuntboRi, 
formed so iiqpqr|ant^ ain„ e^n^nt in the 
councils of the nation,'it'WaB iiot only im- 
prudoiit — it was worse — not to call tlioiii 
intii council in ovorything which reqnirei 
their attention, SVhat higher hiterest 
could thoy have than in renderinii^/it{ 
country secure from an onomy,T]He 
not attribute to the people so unreasoning 
a condition of miud as to suppose that 
i^hese matters were put. clearly bcfori 
them they would refuse ^.thoir ready con 
currence in providing tiie. m^ns for giv 
iiig them eft'ect.

Female diseiiseaare extremely common, 
and none are more complicated and diffi- 
cult (if treatment than the class generally 
known as "female complaints," and none
